NE W LIMIT OF UNIVERSE 


Star Cluster Widens System to Two 
Quintillion Miles. 


Cambridge, M ass., Oct. 12— A new 
outpost of the Stellar system has been 
found. As a result ©f m an’s knowledge 
the 
Milky Way 
has been extended 
by 50.000 to 100,000 parsecs, or light 
years. 
That is. the known Stellar sys­ 
tem probably has a great diameter of 
between two quintillions and one hun. 
dred quadrillions 
of miles, and 
two 
quintillions 
and four hundred 
quad­ 
rillions (2,100.000,000.000,000.000 and 
2.400.000.000.000.000.000) of miles. 
This represents a newly 
estimated 
great diameter of the Gallactic system 
of 350,000 to 400,000 parsecs. 
It was 
only a few years ago scientists placed 
the furthermost limits of the 
Milky­ 
w a y at 30,000 parsecs. 
This latest 
increase in the 
Stellar 
system as 
it is known to man 
came 
with observation of photographs of a 
globular cluster of stars in the Con­ 
stellation Lynx, by D r. Lampland, of 
the Lowell Observatory, and by Pro­ 
fessor Harlow Shapley and the staff of 
the H arvard College Observatory. The 
cluster, of uncommon interest because 
it is one of the faintest and most dis­ 
ta n t known, occurs about 60 degrees 
from the 
nearest previously 
known 
globular cluster, and nearly opposite 
the region in which these clusters are 
mainly concentrated. 
This new out­ 
post of the skies is known to the as­ 
tronom ers as N . G. C. 2419. 
It ap­ 
pears 
to be 165,000 
light years, or 
990.000.000.000.000.000 miles from the 
sun, and, the distance between the sun 
and 
the earth 
being 
comparatively 
small in the larger scheme of astron­ 
omy, it would be about the same dis­ 
tance from the earth.
